All Secondary Legislation to Be 
Sidetracked 


Until the Senate Acts on the Re- 
peal bill. 


‘The House to Keep the Road 
| ‘Clear. 


Many Measures Filed in the House—Stewart 
Gives Notice That a Quorum [Must Be 
Present—He Scores Senator 

Sherman.

WASi-NGTON, Sept. 5.—(By the 
Associat:d Press.)— The financial policy 
of the administration was clearly - de- 
fined today. It is that all secondary 
financial legislation sh&ll be postponed 
till the Senate acts on the repeal bill. 
The House Committee on Banking and 
Currency, to which falls the duty of 
originating legislation to follow re- 
peal, met this morning, but at once 
adjourned for a week. 

It is learned that the President and 
Secretary Carlisle expressed a wish 
that all remedial legislation be post- 
Poned till the repeal bill has actually 
passed the Senate. There is no doubt 
that the committee intends to follow 
this suggestion. The object is to put 
spurs on the Senate by concentrating 
publie attention on it. The House will 
keep the road clear for the immediate 
consideration of repeal, as soon as the 
measure comes from the Senate. 
‘During the meeting of the Senate 
Committee on Finance this morning 
there was an informal discussion of 
the policy to be pursued with refer- 
ence-to measures now before the Sen- 
ate, which have been reported by this 
committee. Senator Voorhees an- 
nounced his determination, to push the 
repeal bill as rapidly as ible, and 
indicated that this would be done, at 
least for the present, without refer- 
ence to the other bills which the com- 
mittee had under congideration. / 

This is taken to mean that whatever 
truth there may be in the rumor that 
the administration has other financial 
plans brewing, or that Senator Voor- 
hees is himself anxious to secure other 
legislation, all of these schemes will, 
at least temporarily, be held aloof, and 


the repeal bill will be given undivided 
attention. 


Senator Harris made an important 
announcement in this meeting on be- 


half, it is supposed,.of the opponents of 
the repeal bill. This was to the « ‘ect 
that, hereafter, is was his purpose to 
demand at all times that there shall 
be a quorum in the Senate. This an- 
nouncement is supposed to have origin- 
ated in the state of affairs discovered 
in the Senate yesterday. 

The silver men in the Senate today 
sprang a surprise on the repeal forces 
in the declaration of Senator Stewart 
that hereafter a quorum of the Senate 
would have to .be present when the 
Senators spoke upon the silver ques- 
tion. If the opponents of repeal in- 
sist upon a quorum being present at 
all times it will be a new move and 
may seriously interfere with the pro- 


stantially the entire day in the Sen- 
ate was consumed by Senator Stewart, 
who took positive ground against the 
repeal of the Sherman act until silver 
Was remonetized. A vote of the Sen- 
ate to proceed to the consideration of 
executive business was the first set- 
back the repeal men have thus far 
sustained in the Sénate. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—Senator 
Peffer introduced a bill creating a de- 
partment of education under the super- 
vision of a se¢retary of education, who, 
within three years after the passage 
of the act shall cause to be constructed 
a college of scientific learning, in which 
shall be taught all classic and pro- 
fessional studies, the arts, etc.; tobe 
known as the Scientific University of 
the Red, White and Blue Cross, The 
bill appropriates $10,000,000 to  con- 
struct the college. An appropriation of 
$8,000,000 more is made to create an 
endowment, to be known as_ the 
Scientific College fund. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is directed to purchase 
aluminum to the total amount of this 
appropriation, and to coin in denomina- 
tions of 1 cent to $20. 

Senator Voorhees submitted a resolu- 
tion for beginning the sessions at ll 
o’clock daily. It was laid over. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama offered 
a ‘concurrent resolution for the ap- 
paintment of a joint select committee 
on finance, seven members of each 
house, to examine into the financial 
and monetary condition of the govern- 
ment and the people, with a view to 
devising means for betterment. Its 
powers are very wide, including the 
question of remonetization of silver, its 
ratio with gold; the revision of laws 
relating to legal tenders; the repeal of 
the State bank tax; the cause of the 
present financial depression; legislation 
to prevent national banks from abus- 
ing their privileges and powers, to the

The sub- 
stitute passed under the erroneous be- 
lief ‘nroduced by Hooper's statement 
that the substitute was devoid of the 
objectionable provisions of the original 
bill. The substitute, as it came from 
the House, contained in the sixteenth 
section a provision for a dollar of seca | 
grains.

A Most Imposing Spectacle at 
Indianapolis. | 


Over Twenty-five Thousand Men 
in Parade. 


Every Peint of Vantage Seized 
by Spectators. 


Gen. Harrison Marches With His Post —Sec- 
. retary Hoke Smith Remembered by 
the Veterans—What the Départ- 
ment Reports Show. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 5.—(By the 
Associated Pess.) This was a great 
day in the Grand Army encampment. 
The: veterans are all here, and have 
possession of the city. All of the ho- 
tels and private residences, all school- 
houses and other public buildings are 
full; all squares and vacant places are 
dotted with white tents. Great bar- 
racks, capable of accommodating 
nearly 50,000 men ate completely taken 
up ‘with visitors. The arrangements 
are so complete, however, that all. are 
eared for without confusion. Bureaus 
of information are at all prominent 
places to direct inquirers; surgeons and 
ambulances are ready on call, and bar- 
rels of icewater are at every corner for 
the benefit of the thirsty. The city is 
ablaze with decorations from end to 
end. 

People began to gather along the 
route of the parade with the rising 
of the sun. Everywhere stands were 
placed to furnish points of view; in 
front of the courthouse was a great 
stand capable of holding 20,000 people, 
from which the procession was _re- 
viewed. Wire cables were stretched 
along the line of march to keep back 
the people. As the hour for the pa- 
rade approached the throngs in- 
creased, and all available vant- 
age ground was taken.* Orderiies 
dashed here and there, getting posts, 
battalions and divisions in oredm bands 
played, and the multitude cheered. 
The spectacle was never before @qualed 
in this city. The weather was perfect 
and cool; a light breeze and thin clouds 
tempering the sun's rays. 

The column began forming at the 
corner of Meridian and Seventh streets, 
with the various detachments extend- 
ing for many blocks on all adjoining 
streets. The line of march was down 
to Pennsylvania, south to Market, east 
to New Jersey, and south to Washing- 
ton; west past the reviewing stand to 

ennessee street. 

The procession moved down the flag- 
| covered street, preceded by a platoon 
of mounted police, followed by Gen. J. 
R. Carnahan, grand marshal, and a staff 
of 200 mounted men in full uniform. 
Next came the naval veterans, fol- 
lowed by a great float representing the 
Monitor, with a banner bearing the 
words of Farragut, “D——n the torpe- 
does; go ahead!”’ 

The second detachment of the parade 
was led by Capt. Jack Crawford ina 
scout’s dress. Illinois had the place of 
honor in the lead of the procession 
proper, and turrfed out 2000 men. In 
the middle of the line a company 
marched singing “We'll hang Hoke 
Smith on a sour-apple tree.’ The sen- 
timent was both hissed and cheered. 
Next came the Department of Wiscon- 
sin—five posts, with 300 men, and with 
“Old <Abe,”’ the bald eagle, at their 
head. Then followed other States in 


order, making a grand procession, 
numbering between twenty-five and 
thirty thousand men. Ex-President 


Harrison, marching in the ranks of 
an Indiana post, was loudly cheered.

CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—(Special.) Carl 
Browne, recruiting officer for the Ime 
dustrial Legion and evangelist for the 
People’s party dressed in the garb of 
a cowboy, with sombrero, leathern 
coat fringed with leathern thongs, ang 
corduroy pants tucked in fancy boots, 
had a lively interview this morning 
with Mayor Harrison. He called with 
G. E. Bennet and William Fortune te 
present the resolutions drafted on Sat-~ 
urday at No. 167 Washington street, 
censuring the Mayor for his action fm 
forbidding speeches on the lake front, 
and requesting -him to withdraw the 
order. 

For nearly an hour the Mayor talked— 
to him. ‘‘You may not make speeches 
which are incendiary, but you draw 
about you men who do,” said the 
Mayor. “You come here in the garb 
of a cowboy simply to attract atten- 
tion. You say you are a citizen of the 
city of Chicago. Then, for the good of 
the city, you would better get out. 
You say you are the representative of 
a Western newspaper. Then for the 
good of the paper it had better recall 
you. The people of Chicago have ex- 
pressed their desire that, in these 
troublesome times, no meetings shall 
be held on the streets and in the pub- 
lic parks. I am going to carry out their 
wishes. There will be no meetings on 
the lake front.”’ 

“Will you put that decision in writ- 
ing, that we may carry it back to the. 
people who sent us here?’ asked 
Browne. 

“No,” replied the Mayor; “go back to 
your people and tell them I say there 
shall be no more meetings on the lake 
front.”’ 

“The Constitution of the United 
States grants-to her citizens the right 
of free speech,’’ suggested the caller. 

“It does, and I am not trying to take 
from the people the right of free 
speech. But I have the right to pro- 
hibit men from making incendiary 
speeches, and I shall use that right.” 

“[T have made no incendiary speech,” 
said Brown. 

“IT do not say that you have,”’ said 
the Mayor; you have held mee@te 
ings on the lake front, and at them 
incendiary speeches have been made 
One man confessed to me that he had 
advised the people gathered there to. 
pawn their clothes and buy revolvers 
with which to come armed at the next 
day’s meeting. He was from a coun- 
try where the people know no law; 
where the officers of the law are 
against the people, and the people are 
against the law. These men come 
and make that kind of speeches, and I 
am not going to tolerate it.” 

“The parks are public places,”’ 
gested the agitator. 

“They are public places, but in a re« 
stricted sense. They are for the peo~ 
ple for the purpose of recreation, not as 
places for speech-making.’”’ 

“Do you presume to dictate what is 
to be done by the citizens of Chicago?” 
asked Browne. 

“I do. I am dictator,” replied Mayor 
Harrison: “Iam elected to preserve the 
peace of this great city. I am sworg 
to do my duty in this respect. I shall 
do it.” 

Browne attempted to continue the 
conversation, but the irate Mayor 
would have none of him, and finally 
ordered him out of his office.

Many 
conspirators have been arrested. They 
include eighty-five students, eight pro- | 
fessors, and five ladies, who belong to 
aristocratic families. 

One of those. under arrest is Prof. 
Stavo Bacht, one of the leading sch®l- 
ars of Moscow. His connection with 
the plot, the nature of which has not 
been made public, is surprising, and 
He had never 
been even suspected of having any con- 
nection with any unlawful body, and 
his @isaffection has shocked the offi- 
cials. The other professors under ar- 
rest are younger men, and there is 
not so much surprise that they sheuld 
have been interested. The students are 
from all parts of Russia, and many of 
them are connected with high families. 
The ladies are all young, and are 
daughters of men connected with the 
imperial government. 


TROOPS NEEDED. 


Striking Miners in Engiand Marching on 
Collieries. 

LONDON, Sept. 5.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.)

The Homing Pigeon. 

(Philadelphia Press:) Year by year 
the interest in carrier pigeons in- 
creases. Belgium takes the lead, but 
other countries are not far behind. 
The. facility with which the bird de- 
termines its course is as yet unex- 
plained. To attribute this knowledge 
of direction to instinct is merely a 
confession of ignorance. It is much 
rather sight, reflection and sensation 
which guide the carrier pigeon on its 
course, and rarely guide it wrong. The 
same faculty is possessed by all migra- 
tory birds. To form an intelligent con- 
ception of this faculty, we must as- 
sume either a special sense or a deli- 
cate sensitiveness to atmospheric cur- 
rents. 

The numerous experiments made by 
balloonists have proved that pigeons 
are incapable of flying at any great 
height. Birds thrown out at 6000 me- 
tres fell like dead, and even at the 
moderate height of 300 metres pigeons 
liberated by the balloonist; Gaston Tis- 
sandler, approached the earth in a 
spiral course. It is evident, hence, that 


they are not guided wholly by sight- 


To bring a poirft 300 miles distant 
within the range of vision, it would be 
necessary to ascend nearly twenty 
thousand metres. The carrier pigeon

_ IMPORTANT BILLS. 


A Large Number of Measures Indroduced in 
_ the House. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(By .the 
Associated Press.) A great many bills 
have been filed tm the House, a great 
majority of them being bills that have 
already found a place on the calendars 
of previous Congresses, such as bills 
to repeal the Federal election laws; re- 
pay to the States the cotton tax; to es- 
tablish a uniform system of bank- 


ruptcy, and increase the facilities’): 


for the prosecution of war claims of, 
various’ kinds. The original bills 
chiefly grow out of the existing finan- 
cial conditions. Several are to repeal 
the 10 per cent. tax on State bank cir- 
culation, and two to re-establish an 
income tax. 

One bill by Representative Richard- 
son of Tennessee is radical in its pro- 
visions. He proposes a tax of 2 per 
cent. on $3000 to $5000, 5 per cent. ‘on 
$6000 to. $10,000, 10 per cent. on $10,000 
to $20,000, 15 per cent. on $20,000 to $30,- 
000, 20 per cent. on $30,000 to $650,- 
000, 30 #£per cent on $50,000 to 
$100,000, and 40 per cent. on all over 
$100,000. 

A national bank bill has been pre- 
pared by Representative Harter of 
Ohio, under the provisions of which 
national banks may issue circulating 
notes up to 75 per cent. of their paid- 
in capital and surplus without depos- 
iting bonds to secure it, anu. the bonds 
now on deposit with the treasurer to 
secure .circulation may be withdrawn. 
The United States to have the first 
lien on the assets of any failed national 
bank to secure its guarantee of the 
bank’s_cireulation, and, in case the as- 


| sets are not sufficient to reimburse the 


goverment, the Comptroller of the 
Currency is to make an assessment 
upon the national banks of the State 
in which the direlict bank is located, 
divided pro rata according to their 
capital and surplus. To make up the

CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—(By the Associ- 
dated Press.) ‘In the name of Leo XIII 
I salute the great American republic, 
and I call on the Catholics of America 
to go forward, in one hand bearing 
the book of Christian truth, and, in 
the other, the Constifution of the 
United States,’’ said Papal Ablegate 
Satolli, wrapping his purple robes of 
office about him, and speaking with a 
burning intensity of feeling that sur- 
prised the great multitude gathered in 
the Catholic Congress. The scene was 
dramatic in the extreme. The per- 
sonal representative of the Roman pon- 
tiff to the United States was literally 
shaken under the stress of the excite- 
ment of the occasion, which was his 
first public appearance at a national 
gathering since his appointment to 
office, and which by many was re- 
garded as. his installation into office.

A few days ago Dr. A. H. Vail, at 
Encinitas, accidentally shot himself in 
his lower jaw, and has since died. For 
several months he has been possessed 
of the idea that Catholics were soon to 
inaugurate a second St. Bartholomew 
massacre, and slaughter all Protest- 
ants.

On every other subject 
fexcept, possibly, the so-called ‘‘Val- 
ian Theory’’) he appeared to be sane; 
but on the Catholic question he was 
crazy as a loon.

The City Council last night gave 
Mayor Carlson a slap in the face, pass- 
ing by a unanimous vote the ordinance 
which he had vetoed, appropriating 
$1200, with which to print the city char- 
ter and ordinances. 


The Curious Banyan Tree. 

(St. Louis Republic:) Botanists long 
ago voted the banyan tree of India a 
place in the catalogue of wdnderful 
vegetable production. In its infancy 
it resembles other trees in having a 
single stem or trunk and a dense 
head of foliage. As the tree increases 
in size, however, the branches spread 
out horizontally to such a wondrous 
extent that they would be unable to 
support themselves had not nature 
come to the rescue with a remarkable 
provision. To supply the necessary 
Support the branches of the parent 
stem throw out here and there small 
fibrous shoots, which immediately be- 
gin growing downward toward the 
earth. In a surprisingly short time 
they reach the ground and take root, 
and gradually increase in size until 
they sometimes rival the original trunk 
itself. This new trunk, with its nu- 
merous fibrous roots, renews the whole 
life of the tree. other new limbs and 
shoots are rapidly thrown out until 
finally what was originally a_ single 
tree trunk, becomes a considerable for- 
est, each limb and shoot of which are 
curiously connected. Dr. Roxburgh, 
the great East Indian traveler, says 
that he has seen forests a thousand 
yards in diameter which had all grown 
from one parent stem. 


Long-lived Marshes. 

The Rural Canadian says that the 
diked marshes around Annapolis, Corn- 
wallis, Grand Pre and Cumberland 
counties in Novia Scotia have for nearly 
two hundred years produced from two 
to. four tons per acre of grass upon 
some portions, without any manure; 
and after mowing the aftermath is con- 
verted into autumn pastures, thus ob- 
taining two crops from it. Not much 
of it shows any signs of exhaustion yet, 
and if it does, about once in five, ten 
or twenty-five years, it is put to a 
single crop of grain and the stubble 
plowed in, which renews it.

make a good beginning toward the crea- 
tion of this park on some. definite 
plan, which should be laid out by a cap-

As to the purchasing of more land for 


park purposes with a portion of the 
money which might be voted, that 
would certainly not be. approved of by 
the people. In the first place, let us do 
something to improve the land we have. 
Besides, buying land would not give 
‘employment to workingmen, and that 
would be the chief. abject of voting 
-this money at the present time. If 
‘more parks are needed in. the first- 
class residence sections of the city, 
perhaps some of our wealthy  land- 
owners may be induced to emulate the 
worthy actions of men who have do- 
mated large tracts of land for park 
purpose in Eastern cities. 

What we want in Los Angeles is not 
so much a (fashionable resort for 
society people, but a large. breathing 
place where the mass of citizens can 
take their families and lufch baskéts 
on. Sundays and holidays and enjoy 
themeslves undef the trees. The need 
of such a park increases from year to 
year, as the city becomes more densely 
populated. It is indeed a disgrace to 
Los Angeles that with her wonderful 
climatic advantages, scarcely anything 
has yet been done in the way of estab- 
lishing « park similar to those which 
are found in most cities of this size in 
the Eastern States, where plants have 
to be wrapped up in blankets during. 
the winter to keep them from freez- 
ing to death. 

Let us vote bonds and spend _ the 
money in tranforming those 500 acres 
on the northwestern hills 
people’s park, of which Los Angeles 
may be proud, and which will grow in 
beauty and attractiveness from year 
to year. It will. be a long time before 
so much can be accomplished with 
$100,000 as may be done today, if the 
money is judiciously expended.

The plan of issuing city bonds in 
emall denominations, so that they may 
be seadily marketed at home, has been 
adopted by Detroit. The Mayor sent 
recommendation to,the Council to 
that effect, and the Council authorized 


the issue of $450,000 school building: 
bonds in denominations @s smali as 
$25. 

Such a plan would = undoubtedly 


make it much easier to float bonds in 
almost unlimited quantities for any 


safe purpose. It is the small contribu-| 


tions of the peasants of France that 
have made that country’ so rich and 
prosperous, and have enabled it to 
, Withstand a blow that would hiive 
paralyzed almost any other country 
in the world. In this democratic 
country it is not fitting that bonds for 
mugicipal, State, or Federal purposes 
should be confined entirely to the 
wealthy. © Another point to be 
considered is that by issuing bonds 
in this manner better 
could generally be obtained by 
the city, county or State. At present 
the bonds are generally purchased by 
gyndicat@®s, who expect to make a profit 
on. them, in the same way that a com- 
mission merchant handles a crop of 
oranges. There are comparatively few 
firms in this country that make a busi- 
ness of handling such securities, and 
it is not difficult for them to agree 
@mong themselves not to pay above a 
Sértain figure. Yet another point to 
be considered in this matter is that the 
Gistributian of these securities among 
the people in small amounts would 
have a tendency to induce the average 
eitizen to take a more direct interest 
nm the conducting of public affairs. As 
goon as he had a few hundred dollars 
anvested in municipal enterprises he 
wyould be far more ready to aid in pro- 
Widing for an economical and honest 
Management and expenditure of the 
S public funds. There would soon be less 
partisan wire-pulling and more solid 
Ppusiness in the management of our

Our Eyes Have Been Opened. 


The world never realizes. the great- 
ness of its present. As today recedes 
und becomes the yesterday 2f tire,

See just where we stand and whither 
we are tending. It is well for nations, 


as well as individuals, to take account }:

MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR,

amount of $1200. Instead of so doing 
I recommend ‘that the chain-gang be 


‘put to work on the First-street hill 


between Hill and Olive streets, where 
I am informed there is quite a large 
quantity and of the best quality of 
gravel for street purposes, and where 
Contractor Donegan procured the 
gravel for many of his contracts on 
the streets. 

“While I do not apprehend any im- 
mediate danger from the cholera that 
I understand is now in New Jersey, I 
would again urgently recommend the 
appointment of at least four additional 
sanitary inspectors to enforce the thor- 
ough cleaning of the city. 

“It is my duty to inform your hon- 
orable body that at this time our city 
is the resort of the worst lot of crim- 
inals with which it was ever infested, 
and I am credibly informed that they 
are coming in, daijy in pairs and in 
quantites, and that unless the Chief 
of Police is given the necessary as- 
sistance immediately~he will be unable 
to. cope with. them-and.protect..the 
lives and property of our people. 


I recommend 
that you authorize the appointment of 
twenty additional policemen.

MUST DEPORTED 


‘An Important Decision 


by Judge Ross. 


The Geary Act Declared One 
Homogeneous Whole. 


A Violation of One Clause a Viola- 
tion of the Act. 


Therefore the Funds Appropriated to Carry 
Out the Law Must Be Used 
for Deporting the 
Chinese. 


Judge Ross yesterday handed down 
his promised opinion in the Chun 
Shang Yuen case. In it he orders that 
the Chinaman shall be deported. Judge 
Ross holds that all the clauses of the 
Geary act are parts of one and the 
same act, and that a violation of one 
clause is a violation of one and the 
same act, and that if there is money 
to. deport Chinese under one clause the 
same funds must be used to deport 
them under another. He decides that 
the information from the Attorney- 
General is not a satisfactory declara- 
tion of want of funds for deportation. 

This important decision, in full, is 
as follows: 

* Pursuant to the provisions of section 
13 of an act of Congress entitled “An 
act to prohibit the coming of Chinese 
laborers to the United tSates;”” ap- 
proved September 13, 1888 (25 United 
States Statues, p. 476,) which section 
was not only not repealed by the act 
of May 5, 1892, commonly known as the 
Geary act (Statues 1891-2, p. 25,) but 
was thereby in express terms continued 
in force, and based upon a. verified 
complaint charging the defendant with 
a violation of the provisions of the 
sixth section of the Geary act, a war- 
rant was issued for his arrest and 
made returnable before. this court. 
Upon the calling of the case for hear-. 
ing the District Attorney presented to 
the court a telegram from the Attor- 
ney-General, a copy of which was 
neg on file, and which reads as fol- 
Ows: 

‘Dated Washington, D.C., September 2. 
To United States District Attorney 
Denis, Los Angeles, Cal.: I am 
advised by the Setretary of the 
Treasury that there are no funds 
to execute the Geary law, so far 
as provides for deportation of 
Chinamen who have hot procured cer- 
tificates of residence. On that state 
of facts the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of 
New York made the following order: 
“Ordered that blank be and he hereby 
is discharged from the custody of_the 
marshal and “ordered, to be deported 
from the United States whenever *pro- 
vision for such deportation ‘shall be 
made by the proper authorities.’ Ask 
court to make similar order in like 
cases. OLNEY, 
*‘Attorney-General.” 

This communication was, no doubt, 
occasioned by the statement made in 
the opinion given at the time of issu- 
ing the warrant to the effect that the 
warrant was issued in the absence of 
judicial knowledge on my part thai 
the department of the government 
charged with the duty of executing the 
provisions of the Geary act was not 
provided with the necessary funds for 
the purpose, and that, were I so ad- 
vised, no warrant for such offending. 
Chinamen would be issued nor order 
for their deportation made. These 
views were grounded in the fact that 
to do so would not only greatly em- 
barrass a co-ordinate branch of -the 
s0vernment, which, without the nec- 
essary funds, would be manifestly pow- 
erless to send out of the country per- 
sons ordered to be deported, and in 
the further fact that such oftending 
persons could not be constitutionally 
imprisoned at hard labor in the State 
prison, as provided by the fourth sec- 
tion of the Geary act, and because any 
unreasonable detention of them would 
entitle them to discharge from restraint 
by the very court ordering their de- 
portation; or by any other court hav- 
ing the power to inquire by writ of ha- 
beas corpus into the legal restraint of. 
any person of his liberty. Such a 
course is in no respect. inconsistent 
with the entire independence of the 
judiciary. While, under our system of 
government, each of the great depart- 
ments—executive, judicial and legis- 
lative—is, within its proper sphere, 
wholly -independent of the others, yet 
the design is that all shall work in har- 
mony, and not at cross-purposes. The 
provision of the statute in question is 
not a penal.law; it was so decided by 
the Supreme Court in the case of Fong 
Yue. Ting vs. United States (149 U. 8S. 
698:) its enactment was the exercise of 
the political power by Congress, to ex- 
pel a certain class of aliens from the 
country, which could be exercised, as 
was decided in the case cited, entirely 
through executive officers, or through 
them with the of the judiciary. 
By neither method could the objection- 
able persons be sent away without 
money to defray the necessary ex- 
penses of their deportation, and I, there- 
fore, repeat what was said when 
uwarding ‘the warrant, that no judge, 
in my opinion, should order into cus- 
tody for deportation any Chinaman 
whom he judicially knows cannot be 
deported by the executive department 
for want of the necessary means. 

But the information conveyed to the 
court through the Attorney-General is 
not that there are no funds available 
for the execution of the Geary act, but 
that ‘‘there are no funds to execute the 
Geary law sv far as the same provides 
for deportatioA of Chinamen who have 
not procured certificates of residence.” 

That portion of the Geary act re- 
quiring such. certificates to be pro- 
cured is the sixth section, and its va- 
lidity having been sustained by the Su- 
preme Court in the case of Fong Yue 
Ting vs. United States, supra, it is as 
much a part of the Geary law as any 
other part of it. Any Chinese laborer 
violating its provisions, and thereafter 
remaining in this country, is as much 
unlawfully here as if he smuggled him- 
self into the country contrary to other 
provisions of the statute, for the sim- 
ple reason that in each case the exist- 
ig law makes the act unlawful. The 
violator of each is subject to deporta- 
tion, and equally o distinction 
ean be legally e between the of- 
fenders, and I can see no valid ground 
for withholding a warrant for the ar- 
rest of any person properly charged 
with a violutinm of any of the. pro- 
visions of the law in question, nor 
for denying.an order for the deporta- 
tion of any such persons proved, upon 
a proper hearing, to have violated the 
law, in the absence of judicial’ knowl- 
edge that the department of the gov- 
ernment chargea with the duty of exe 
cuting its. provisions is not provided. 
with the necessary funds with whictr to 
execute such order. 

That information, as has been said, 
is not coveyed by the communication 
from the Attorney-General. On the 
contrary, the clear tuference to be 
drawn from it is that there are funds 
for the execution of the 
Geary law ‘other than its sixth section. 
The distinction thus attempted~to be 
drawn between the different offenses 
denounced by the statute is, in my 
judgment, without authority of law, 
and my sense Of duty obliges me to 
disregard it. 

-Cangress made no such distinction in 
making, as it did, an appropriation for 
the enforcement of the provisions of 
the Geary act, in the act of August 5, 
1892, entitled “‘An act making appro- 
priations, for sundry civil expenses of 
the government for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1893, and for other. pur- 

,”’ and in making a similar appro- 
priation for’ the same purpose in the 
act of

March 3, 1893, entitled “‘An act | 
ns for sundry civil ; 


expenses of the goyernment for the fis-. 
cal year ending June 30, 1894, and for 
other purposes.’’ The provision first 
refered to is found in United States 
Statutes-at-Large, 1891-1893; page 365, 
and is as follows: | 
“Enforcement of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion Act: To prevent unlawful entny of 
Chinese into the United States, by the 
appointment of suitable officers to en- 
force the laws in relation thereto, and 
for expenses of returning to China all 
Chinese persons found to be unlawfully 
in the United States, including the cost 
of imprisonment and actual expense of 
conveyance of Chinese persons to the 
frontier or seaboard for deportation, 
and for enforcing the provisions of the 
act approved May 65, 1892, entitled ‘An 
act to prohibit: the coming of Chinese 
into the United States,’ 


And the appropriation for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1894, is found in 
the same volume, pages 589 and. 6990, 
and is as follows: 

“Enforcement of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion Act: To prevent unlawful entry 
of Chinese into the United States, 
by the appointment of suitable officers 
to enforce the laws.in relation thereto, 
and for expenses o urning to China 
all Chinese persons found to be unlaw- 
fully in the United States, including 
the cost of imprisonment and actual 
expense of conveyance of Chinese per- 
sons to the frontier or seaboard for de- 
portation, and for enforcing the provi- 
sions of the act approved May 5, 1892, 
entitled ‘An act to prohibit the coming:

The evidence in, the case showing 
that the defendant is, and was at the 
time jof the passage of the Geary act, a 
Chin laborer, residing in this State, 
and that he failed to register in ac. 
cordance with the provisions of t 
sixth section of that act, and no’ 
cuse therefor being attempted to be 
shown, there will be findings accord- 
ingly, and an order that he be de- 
ported. “ROSS, District Judge. 

Immediately after the decision was 
rendered the District Attorney’s office 
was besieged by applicants for war- 
rants for the arrest of the unregistered 
Chinese. Twelve were issued for Red- 
lands, and four for this city, making 
sixteen in all. More will be issued 
today. 

The warrants are placed in the hands 
of deputy United States marshals, and 
the arrested Chinamen placed in the 
County Jail until the’ time set for hear- 
ing.

CLOSING THE 


Disreputable Saloons Be- 
ing Suppressed. 


Two More Licenses Revoked by 
the ‘Commissioners. 


A Scorching Report Presented by 
Secretary Moffatt. 


The Notorious New Orleans House on Sec- 


ond Street and the New High Street 
Music Hall Must Shut 
Down. 


The Police Commision met yeSster- 
‘day morning with Commissioners’ Wel- 
don, Bradish and Tufts present. Com- 
missioner Tufts presiled. 

The chief reported on the petition 
of Wood & Smith for transfer of li- 
cense at No. 115 South Spring street 
from J. P. Taggert, and on petition of 
Moorhacher & Oser for transfer of 
dicense at No. 141 North Main street 
Peter Mayshafer. These were 
granted. 

The petition of Anton Sabe for trans- 
fer of license at No. 101 North Los 
Angeles street from J. A. Starkey was 
also reported on by the chief, but ac- 
tion on the same was deferred one 
week. 

«4. The petition of C. H. Schmidt for li- 
‘ceénse at No. 701 East Eighth street; 
jthe petition of John McMoroney for 
transfer of licerise at No. 400 South 
Spring street from McMoroney & 
Paulsen, and the petition of Charles 

Arthur for transfer of license at No. 
411 North Main street from H. Clarey 
‘were all referred to the chief. 

The charges preferred by Mrs. Re- 
dona against Officer Talamantes were 
reported on by the chief, who recom- 
mended that the officer be exonerated. 
7 Commissioner Bradish moved that 
the report be fml€@ and that the officer 

commended for doing his duty, 
which motion was carried. 

The chief reported unfavorably on 
the petition of Paschal Herriot for an 
appointment, as special policeman, and 
the same was accordingly denied. 

The chief, in acegrdance with in- 
structions, presented a statement show- 
ing’ the ordinances or parts of ordi- 
, Mances governing the conduct of sa- 
loons. 

An application of Mrs. M. E. Custer 
for license at No, 712 East First street 
was reported on favorably by the chief. 
The report stated that Mr. Custer, to 
whom the license at that place was 
some time ago granted, had since died. 
If the license could now be granted to 
Mrs. Custer it was believed that it 
would give her an opportunity to sell 
out her interest in the place. The li- 
cense was accordingly granted. 

The chief presented the following re- 
port in reference to certain. saloons, 
which report had been prepared by 
Secretary Moffatt: 

To the honorable Board of Police 
Commissioners—Gentlemen: In accord- 
ance with the order of your honorable 
board, given at your meeting of Aug- 
ust 29, 1893, I now submit to you a re- 
port upon the following named 
saloons: 

The New Orleans House saloon, No. 
$21 East. Second street, license issued 
to Justin Dupuy. ve 

The. saloon and entertainment hall 
at No. 313 New High street, license 
issued in the name of John H. Ken- 
nedy. : 

The “Basket” saloon, No. 719 North 


Alameda street, license issued to Jean. 


Rappet. 

The first named place—the New Or- 
leans House saloon—is a general re- 
sort for prostitutes, both colored and 
white, and.their panders, and frequent 
@ances are held there in which these 
depraved creatures are the partici- 
pants, and at such timed they drink 
together at the bar promiscuously. 
The Hays and Horton gang of thieves 
made the New Orleans one of their 
prineipal stopping places, and Henry 
Williams, alias “King”’ Williams, one 
of the most notorious of the local negro 
thieves, has made the New Orleans his 
headquarters at times. The proprie- 
tors of this house have a very bad rec- 
ord in saloon matters in this city. In 
1887 this same Justin Dupuy had aA 
salo6n at No. 29 North Los Angeles 
street, which had the deserved reputa- 
tion of being about the *worst place 
that we have ever had in this” city. 
The. license was revoked on January 4, 
1888, because the place was “disorderly 
and disreputable.’” On March 7, 18838, 
license for the said place—No. 29 North 
Los Angeles street—was granted to An- 


tonin Save, brother-in-law of Mrs. Du- 


pw (the Dupuys still occupying the 
ouse, and Save claims to be still con- 
ducting the saloon,) and the saloon 
proved more disorderly than ever, and 
, the license was again revoked on Aug- 
ust 1, 1888. (See records of the Police 
Commission and record of licenses in 
the City Clerk’s office.) How the per- 
mit for license that is at present held 
by the Dupuys was obtained, I do not 
know. but I do know that they have 
not changed their method of keeping 
the house or saloon. The bar is run 
fn violation of the Sunday and 12 
o’clock closing ordinances, and Mary 
Dupuy has been at least once convicted 
of selling liquor illegally. I consider 
this house one of the lowest in the city; 
and believe that the liquor license for 
the place should be revoked at once 
and forever. 

The saloon and entertainment hall 
at No. 313 New High street is a place 
where short-skirted and high-kicking 
women dance for the entertainment of 
a mixed audience, including many of 
the dissolute of both sexes, who drink 
together (the women frequently sit- 
ting on the laps of the men,) in cur- 
tained boxes, of which there area num- 
ber along the side of the hall. Some 
of the women who frequent these boxes 
are characters who walk the streets 
at lat® hours of the night, and scenes 
too bawdy to be mentioned in this re- 
port have been witnessed about this 

lace. Young boys are frequently seen 
n this saloon. One of our officers re- 
ported to me that at one time in the 
past week in a total audience of forty- 
seven in the. hall proper, thirty-one 
were beardless youths. I think this a 
resort the tendency of which is to de. 
bauch every one who may visit there, 
and believe that the license should be 
revoked. Furthermore, John H. Ken- 
nedy, the man to whom the license for 
this place was issued, died on the 29th 
day of July last, but some one is still 
running the place in his name, 

The “Basket’’ saloon, No. 719 North 
Alameda street, Jean Rappet proprie- 
tor, is very similar to the place which 
was conducted in the same block by 
Jean Lenert. It is surrounded by a lot 
of houses of prostitution or cribs, no 
less than thirty-two of which are con- 
trolled by the parties who control the 
saloons. Prostitutes and pimps, and 
those who associate with .such crea- 
tures, are the principal patrons: of the 
“Basket”’ saloon, and until about two 
weeks ago met and drank together 
there. The proprietor, however, 
bids women to,.come to the saloon, and 
signs announcing ‘‘Ladies not allowed 
{in the saloon,” are posted in the front 
and rear doors, but an electric annun- 
ciator has been placed in the bar-room, 
connected by wire with each of the 
Small houses, so that when the crib 
women and their visitors wish drinks, 
they ring up the saloon and a waiter 
goes by the back way, receives their 
orders, and carries their drinks to 
them. While I . concede that this 
change has been made by*the proprie- 
tor of the saloon through a desire to 
comply with the wishes of the officers 
and to keep women from his saloon, I 
think he has but increased the evil by 
aelling. liquor in thirty-three places in- 
stead of one, and he has much less op- 


stimulated him to his hor 


for- 


portunity to know the state of intoxi- 


cation of his customers than he had 
when they drank in the saloon. 

In justice to this man Jean- Rappet, 
it must_be acknowledged that, considers 
ing the class. of his patrons, he’ has 
kept very good order in his saloon. 
But very few fights or disturbances: of 
the peace have been reported as occur- 
ring directly in this saloon, nor is Jean 
Rappet charged with dishonesty. I re- 
member no reports of thefts, and but 
one report of stolen property being 
purchased about his saloon, and that 
was recently by one of his barkeepers, 
and very likely without.the knowledge 
of Rappet, and, if liquor is to be added 
to lust. if there are to be saloons in 
this block, I suppose Jean Rappet 
would keep as orderly a place as any 
man would under the situation. But, 
gentlemen of the Police Commission, I 
believe that a fair trial will show that 
the removal of the liquor from this 
place will remove the evil of the cribs 
by half. I believe that there are at 
least some young men who first visit 
this saloon and become intoxicated 
there, and through the back door of, the 
saloon go to meet members of the band 
of debauched and diseased prostitutes 
of that neighborhood, and visit them, 
who, but for the saloon, would not do 
so. (The testimony of the Young mur- 
der case shows that Young on the night 
of the tragedy, was drinking in the 
“Basket” saloon, and that there he se- 
cured at least a part of the liquor that 
the case of the fight which resuited in 
the death of Harry Rinkenbach, Jean 
Rappet, the .proprietor of the ‘‘Bas- 
ket’”’ saloon, testified just as did Jean 
Lenert, that neither of them heard of 
the fight or knew that it was going on, 
though it occurred within a few feet 
of them. which statement is very near 
the incredible, and two parties have 
told me that Jean Rappet has said 
that he did hear the fight, and that 
Lenert refused to stop it.) Ir believe 
that the closing of the on 
saloon (Jean Lenert’s place, and a 
other saloons in that block, also being 
kept closed) will do a great deal to 
prevent the other horrid affrays like 
those in which Billy Young and bem 
Ward were the deadly victors, and wil 
decrease the number of thefts by the 

itutes. 
Or bauees that the licenses. of all of the 
saloons mentioned in this report should 
be revoked, and that the revocation of 
them would aid the police in ee 
ing order and suppressing crime

teens broke down and en- 
treated that the board would deal 
lightly with her. She admitted that 
she kept -a rather disorderly house at 
a previous time on Los Angeles street, 
but id she was trying, and, in fact, 


‘was now keeping an. orderly . place. 


ked with tears in her eyes that 
should not revoke her license. 
Humane Officer Wright testified that, 
although the place did not have as 
good a reputation as some, yet Mrs. 
Dupuy had evidently been very care- 
ful not to permit chilgren to remain 

the saloon. 

Bradish moved that the 
license be revoked, which motion was 
carried. 

The next in order to be heard was 
the case of the Kennedy saloon on 
New High street, not far north of 
Temple street. Mr. Felchin, who was 
now conducting the place, was called 
in. He stated that he had singers and 
dancers in the place, but no high 
kickers. He was not aware that any 
prostitutes visited his saloon. He did 
not know the ss of the women 
who frequented the place. 

officer Rice testified to having wit- 
nessed some performances there at 
which some females did some high 
kicking. 

Detective Auble gave a description 
of the establishment, in which he 
stated that the bar was near the front 
entrance,. while to the rear was a row 
of booths with heavy curtains in front 
of them. The stage was in the ex- 
treme rear. He had seen prostitutes in 
the booths sitting in the laps of men. 

Secretary Moffatt offered to bring in 
a number of other .officers to prove the 
bad character of the place, but the 
commissioners stated that this would 
be unnecessary. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell moved that 
the license for the place be revoked. 
which motion was carried. 

The case of the saloon of Jean Rap- 
pet at 719 North Alameda street was 
the last to be considered. Jean Rappet 
admitted that the saloon license was 
in his name, and that the places around 
him were occupied by prostitutes. He 
further admitted that there were thir- 
ty-two of these places connected by an 
electric annunciator with his saloon; 
and that a waiter would go by the 
rear way in response to calls. 

Detective Auble stated that there had 
been few fights in the place, and that 
he had seen no persons in the saloon 
whom he had reason to believe were 
minors. 

Commissioner Bradish said that he 
thought the license ought to be re- 
voked.: This place seemed to be about 
such a one as Jean Lenert’s had been, 
and it was, he believed, an injustice 
to revoke one and not the other. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell said that 
the annunciator arrangement appeared 
to him to be illegal, and he desired that 
the City Attorney Bhould be consulted 
in the matter. 

Secretary Moffatt, in speaking on the 
question, said there were good reasons 
for holding to either side. If this sa- 
loon were to be closed up then .the 
creatures in the cribs thereabouts 
would be likely to go elsewhere after 
their drink, and, perhaps, keep larger 
quantities of it in their rooms. This 
would naturally cause them to be out 
on the street much more than at pres- 
ent, which would, of course, be ob- 
jectionable. On the other hand, if a‘ 
saloon were permitted to remain in 
the locality then it was more than 
likely that a great many men would 
visit the places after drinking at the 


saloon who would not do so if they | 


had not been drinking. | 
Clerk Robinson cited a case in which 


a former police commissioner’ had 
stopped saloon-keeper frags - selling 
ef 


In | 


drinks across-the street from his place. 

It was finally agreed that action on 
the license in question should be post- 
poned one week. 

Commissioner Bradish called for the 
reading of the rule of the board 
adopted August 15, which rule requires 
that all entrances to saloons shall be 
direct, and that no liquors shall be 
served in booths or private apartments. 

Commissioner Bradish then moved to 
amend by adding the following: 

“Any. violation of this rule will in- 
volve the revocation of the: permit of 
license for such saioons, and the Chief 
of Police is hereby notified to instruet 
each and every police officer to report 
in writing any violation of these rules. 
Also to have printed copies of all rules 
of the commission governing saloons, 
with the penalty added thereto, de- 
livered to each and every saloon-keeper 
or his barkeeper, the same to take 
effect on and after October 1, 1893, and 
any previous rules conflicting with the 
above are hereby repealed.” 

This -amendmen! was adopted with 
but little debate, after which the board 
adjourned. 


OUT OF HIS MIND. 


Constantine Made Threats Before 
Killing Himself. 


He Left a Letter Wherein He. Accuses His 
Partner of Possessing a Power 
Akin to Hypno- 
tism. 


The recent death by suicide of Fred 
Constantine, the painter, has. since 
brought to light facts other than were 
disclosed at the Coroner’s inquest. 

Constantine was of a very nervous 
temperament, and capable of more 
manual labor than an ordinary mun. 
He was in the. best of health, physic- 


-ally, and, on the representation, that 


he could run the business alone, a cei- 
tain firm of carriage-makers on Re- 
quena street advanced him the money 
to purchase the interest of his partner, 
Coakley. This was about two weeks 
before his death. 

.The night hefore his body was 


found, Constantine acted in a very 


strange manner. He told his wife, in 
the presence of another lady, that he 
was after Coakley, and would kill him 
on sight. The women tried to dissuade 
him from hts purpose. Later in the 
night, after retiring, Mrs. Constantine 
awoke and found her husband lying 
across the foot of the bed, fully 
dressed. She was frightened, he 
mollified her. 

Wien his effects were searched, on 
Sunday afternoon, a little vest-pocket 
memcrandum book was found, which 
contained the following suggestive 
lines. The irregularity of the charac- 


ters and disconnected words clearly in- 


dicate the nervous condition of the 
writgr at the time: 

“God only Knows the tortures of 
mind I am suffer and have suffered 
since— 

“Ll can stand it no longer I warn all 
who may hear of this to be ware of T. 
C. Coakley he ‘has wealded a sjwi or 
power over me which I could never 


shake off.”’ “FRED C.” 
“Sept. 2, 1893.’’ 
Constantine always considered a 


straightforward, honest fellow, and his 
home life was ‘ef the happiest. His 
friends say there was absolutely no 
reason for his rash act, and that, had 
he meade any call on them for financial 
aid, it would have been’ cheerfully 
given. He was treasurer of Court Los 
Angeles, 422, Order of Foresters, and 
the officers of the lodge state that his 
accounts were all straight. The For- 
esters give an insurance of $3000, and 
Mrs. Constantine will thus be provided 
for. 
Constantine’s business debts, so far 
as known, amount to about $300. As 
part of this amount was contracted 
during the lifetime of the firm, it is 
presumed that an attempt will be made 
to hold Mr. Coakley, the surviving ex- 
partner, liable for the 
purchased under the firm name, and 
still unpaid for.

ILED TO TIATERIALIZE. 
No Attem de to Disrupt the Police 
mmission. 

The anticipated disruption of the Po- 
lice Commission did not take place 
yesterday. It was not even referred to 
in the Council, and during the day a 
number of more or less prominent 
Democrats spent considerable time in 
alternately denying the whole matter, 
and “cussing’’ the fellow who gave the 
scheme J. Marion Brooks, chair-' 
man of the Democratic City Central 
Committee, positively denies that that 
body had taken any official action in 
the matter. He says that the commit- 
tee has never adopted any such reso- 
lution as the one referred to, and that 
if any persons claiming to be mem- 
bers of the committee are circulating 
such a_ resolution. it is whelly unau- 
therized. Mr. Brooks further said that 
he was not opposed to Chief Glass, 
who had made a@ go officer, and that 
we did not favor his removal. Other 
well-known Democrats expressed the 
same opinions. 

On the other hand, other members 
of the committee insist that such a res- 
olution had been adopted, and that it 
had been the intention to present it in 
the Council yesterday morning, but de- 
cline to explain why the plan had been 
changed. 

The future course of events will be 
watched with much interest, as the 
commissioners have put themselves 
squarely on record on the saloon ques- 
tion, and the issues have been sharply 
defined.

Some of the Causes of Their 
Success. 


They Succeed Because They Have 
the Right Plan. 


There is probably no institution in Los 
Angeles so well known and so firmly estab- 
lished as the De Monco Medical Institute.
